Commission Organized 


The first meeting of the new city 


fommission was held last Saturday 
-night at S o'clock, as provided in the 
new city charter and the comnvission 
was organized by the commissioners 
subscribing to the oath of office and 
•electing P. L. Gaddis as mayor of the 
city. 


No other business was done by the 


at this first meeting, al- 


though the commissioners discussed 
matters of interest, and the commis- 
sion adjourned to meet Monday night. 


Temporary Manager Named 


At the meeting Monday night the 


commission named Landis, Fish 
Hull as city attorneys, to serve at 
the pleasure of the commission, and 
hired Geo. I. Fullerton as temporary 
city manager, taking advantage of a 
provision in the charter which' per- 
mits the naming of a temporary man- 
-ager during the absence of a regular 
manager. Mr. Fullerton will serve as 
city manager 
until 
permanent ar- 


rangements are made. It is under- 
stood the city commission has several 
applications for the position and is 
now in correspondence with the appli- 
cants. A city manager will be hired 
in the near future. 


The commission authorized J. A. 


Woodward to make a complete audit 
of the books of the city, the auditor 
to be paid $10 per day for his services. 
He has" already begun the work and 
it will be hurried through to com- 
pletion as fast as careful work will 
permit. As soon as the audit is finish 
eu the commissioners and manager 
will know the exact status of the 
aftairs of the city and a complete sys- 
tem of bookkeeping will be establish- 
ed and maintained in the future. 


Regular meetings of the city com- 


mission have been set for the first and 
fourth Monday nights in each month 
and all citizens and taxpayers are in- 
vited to attend these meetings. 
It 


is probable frequent special meetings 
of the commission will be held until 
the new system of government is well 
established and working smoothly. 


The payment of all bills, except 


those for salary and labor, has been 
held up until after the audit of the 
books is completed and the city man- 
ager has had an opportunity to check 
them up.

manager. Mr. Fullerton will serve as 
city 
manager until 
permanent ar- 


rangements are made. It Is under- 
stood the city commission has several 
applications for the position and is 
now in correspondence with the appli- 
cants. A city manager will be hired 
in the near future. 


The commission authorized J. A. 


Woodward to make a complete audit 
of the books of the city, the auditor 
to be paid $10 per day for his services. 
He has" already begun the work and 
it will be hurried through to com- 
pletion as fast as careful work will 
permit. As soon as the audit is finish 
eu the commissioners and manager 
will know the exact status of the 
aftairs of the city and a complete svs- 
tem of bookkeeping will be establish- 
ed and maintained in the future.
